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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 02/28/08 and 08/14/06 
has been considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record either singularly or in combination fails to teach a method 
of optimizing scheduling in a communications network of CDMA type wherein an 
analysis device is positioned to detect base stations and wherein for each base station 
estimating the propagation channel, h(0,s)....h(L-1 ,s), with Lthe length of the 
propagation channel, estimating the received powers and determining the base station 
of the highest levels and wherein a reception filter is implemented for each base station 
of the group of active base station, where each slots and antenna configuration are 
estimated the signal to interference ratio and determining the services that can be 
ensured by comparing with the threshold values dependent on each type of service. 
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Raghavan et al. (US Patent 6128500) discloses a method of optimizing 
scheduling in a communications network of CDMA type, wherein Raghavan discloses 
positioning an analysis device for detecting the base stations received at a 
measurement point as well as disclosing estimating the received powers for all detected 
base stations and determining the base station of the highest levels as well as 
disclosing a minimum signal to noise ratio wherein the pilot power observed needs to be 
above a minimum acceptable threshold. However, Raghavan et al. fails to teach for 
each base station estimating the propagation channel, h(0,s)....h(L-1,s), with L the 
length of the propagation channel and a reception filter is implemented for each base 
station of the group of active base station. 

Ghosh (US Patent 5991285) discloses a CDMA communication system providing 
a plurality of communication type services wherein an analysis device detects the base 
stations received at a measurement point and estimating the received powers for all the 
detected base stations as well as determining the base station of highest levels and 
estimating for each slots a signal to interference ratio and determining the services that 
can be ensured by comparing with the threshold values dependent on each type of 
service. However, Ghosh fails to teach for each base station estimating the propagation 
channel, h(0,s)....h(L-1 ,s), with L the length of the propagation channel and a reception 
filter is implemented for each base station of the group of active base station. 

Rappaport et al. (US Patent Publication 2004/0259554) discloses a system and 
method for efficient ray tracing propagation prediction and analysis of site specific 
model within a communication system wherein Rappaport et al. discloses positioning an 
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analysis device for detecting the base stations received at a measurement point and 
estimating and measuring the length of the propagation channel as well as estimating 
the received powers for the detected base stations and determining the base stations of 
the highest levels as well as estimating signal to noise ratios and determining services 
that can be ensured by comparing with the threshold values dependent on each type of 
services. However, Rappaport et al. fails to teach for each base station estimating the 
propagation channel, h(0,s)....h(L-1,s), with Lthe length of the propagation channel and 
a reception filter is implemented for each base station of the group of active base 
station. 

The prior art of record fails to teach claimed limitations of for each base station 
estimating the propagation channel, h(0,s)....h(L-1,s), with Lthe length of the 
propagation channel. As well as failing to teach a reception filter implemented for each 
base station of the group of active base stations. The prior art of record either singularly 
or in combination fails to teach the above claimed limitations for claim 1 and is therefore 
the reason for allowance. Claims 2-10 are dependent on claim 1 and is therefore 
allowed under the same reasons set forth above.
